WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP).— 
President Truman asked Congress 
today for permanent authority to 
reorganize the executive branch 
of the Government in order to 
make it “more businesslike and 
efficient.” 

The President declared that the 
first War Powers Act of 1941, 
which empowered the President to 
make adjustments to meet the 
needs of the conflict, should be 
replaced by peacetime legislation 
of equal scope. 

He said many agencies set up 
under the War Powers Act, which 
expires six months after the war, 
would be automatically abolished 
with its expiration, while other 


agencies would revert to an un- 
satisfactory prewar status. 

He pointed out that permanent 
adjustments need to be made and 
added it is imperative that the 
President have authority to make 
adjustments continuously “if the 
Government structure is to be 
reasonably wieldy and manage- 
able.” 

Text of Statement. 

Following is the text of Tru- 
man’s statement to Congress: 

“The Congress has repeatedly 
manifested interest in an orderly 
transition from war to peace. It 
has legislated extensively on the 
subject, with foresight and wis- 
dom. 

“I wish to draw the attention of 
the Congress to one aspect of that 
transition for which adequate pro- 
vision has not as yet been made. 
I refer to the conversion of the 
executive branch of the Govern- 
ment. 

‘Immediately after the declara- 
tion of war the Congress, in Title 
I of the first War Powers Act, 
1941, empowered the President to 
make necessaty adjustments in 
the organization of the executive 
“branch with respect to those mat- 
ters which relate to the conduct 
of the present war. This authori- 
ty has been extremely valuable in 
furthering the prosecution of the 
war. It is difficult to conceive

WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP).— 
A new, broad concept of social 


security, including health insur- 
ance, was introduced in Congress 
today with a plea that the nation 
needs it as a postwar bulwark. 

The far-reaching measure, in- 
creasing costs to both employes 
and empioyers, was proposed by 
Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, and Representative Dingell 
(Dem.), Michigan. 

Wagner, explaining the legisla- 
tion in detail in a Senate speech, 
listed these principal proposals: 

1—Contributions of employers 
and employes are to be increased 
from 1 to 4 per cent each. 

2—Every citizen would be 
eligible to health insurance sim- 
ilar to the present voluntary 
hospital insurance plans now in 
effect. None of the current plans 
would be affected; they could 
continue. 

3—The Government would em-

HE Army and Navy have 
5 suffered almost a million 

casualties since the begin- 
ning of the war, the two serv- 
ices reported today. 

The Army total is 886,525, on 
a basis of individual names re- 
ceived here through May 14. 
Navy casualties of 109,564 make 
the total 996,089, This is an in- 
crease of 9875 over last week’s 
report, 

The casualties and corre- 
sponding figures for the pre- 
ceding week: 

Army: Killed 181,739, an in- 
crease of 2885; wounded 550,506, 
an increase 
57,802, decrease of 8882; pris- 
oners 96,478, an increase of 
7326. 

Navy: Killed 42,807, an _ in- 
crease of 821; wounded 52,005, 
an increase of 1584; missing 
10,505, a decrease of 115; pris- 
oners, 4247, a decrease of one. 

Under Secretary of War Pat- 
terson said that 302,910 of the 
Army wounded have returned 
to duty and 25,856 of the pris- 
oners have been officially list- 
ed as exchanged or returned to 
military control.

The first four lines were laid 
across the widest part of the chan- 
nel, from the Isle of Wight to 
Cherbourg to feed American in- 
vasion armies in that sector. The 
first was tapped on the Normandy 
coast on Aug. 12, two months and 
six days after D-day.

LONDON, May 24 (AP).—Hein- 
rich Himmler is dead, it was of- 
ficially announced today. 

The Gestapo chief, who long 
had eluded the Allies, was cap- 
tured three days ago by the British 
Second Army near Hamburg but 
killed himself last night by biting 
a vial of poison concealed in his 
mouth. 

The 44-year-old Himmler had 
succeeded in hiding a container 
of potassium cyanide in his 
mouth. He took the potion in the 
parlor of the Lueneberg house 
where he was held, and died last 
night at 11:04. 

Himmler had been picked up by 
British Tommies in a _ routine 
check of pedestrians crossing a 
bridge at Bremervoerde, 35 miles 
west of Hamburg. His mustache 


was shaved off, A black patch hid 
one eye. f 


Revealed His Identity. 


He remained unrecognized until 
he dramatically removed the eye 
patch in an interview he had re- 
quested with a British camp com-< 
mandant. 

Thus Himmler, who vied with 
Adolf Hitler in blackening the 
pages of German history, robbed 
the Allies of perhaps their No. 1 
war criminal. Hermann Goering 
is a captive. Joachim von Ribben< 
trop alone of the highest Nazis 
—still is at large or not reported 
dead or captured. 

Himmler died 25 minutes after 
swallowing the contents of the 
blue vial. 

Gen. Adm. George von Friede- 
berg, commander in chief of the 
Germany navy, killed himself a 
few hours previously at Flensburg. 
Von Friedeberg had signed the 
German surrender documents, 


British Agency’s Account, 


The British Exchange Telegraph 
agency gave this account as re- 
lated by the senior intelligence 
officer of Gen. Miles C. Dempsey’s 
British Second Army:

Later the identification was 
confirmed beyond doubt by coun- 
ter intelligence officers from Gen, 
Dempsey’s headquarters.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 24 (AP) 
— The United States today 
abandoned its fight to strike the 
phrase “full employment” from 
the statement of aims of a United 
Nations economic and _ social 
council. 

Delegates reported Dean Vir- 
ginia Gildersleeve finally with- 
drew her motion to change the 
wording after strong opposition 
from small countries, especially 
Australia’s Foreign Minister, Her- 
bert Evatt, 

Delegates who attended the 
closed meeting of a conference 
committee gave this further ac- 
count: 

At the request of the United 
States, a clause was added to 
make clear that “full employ- 
ment” doesn’t give the world or- 
ganization any right to interfere 
in a nation’s domestic policies. 
The United States delegates had 
been particularly concerned lest 
the employment phrase be so con- 
strued, and prove a stumbling 
block in obtaining Senate ratifica- 
tion of a world charter. 

“I'd like to say,” Evatt said, 
“that I think Dean Gildersleeve 
conducted her campaign in a very 
gentlemanly way.” 

Committee for Regional Plan. 

Committee approval last night 
of a formula for letting regional 
groups of nations band together 
to resist attack has dissolved 
what has been one of the biggest 
issues of the conference. 

Accepted in a committee on re- 
gional arrangements was a pro-

Notorious Anti-Semite, 
Posing as Artist on 
Bavarian Farm, Is 
Tripped Up by Amer- 
ican’s Poor German.

BERCHTESGADEN, May 2 
(AP).—Julius Streicher, the Nazis’ 
No. 1 Jew-baiter who was cap- 
tured yesterday, was seized by a 
Jewish officer from New York 
while hiding on a farm in the Ba- 
varian hills, pretending he was an 
artist. 

The once-strutting ex-publisher 
of the anti-Jewish Der Stuermer 
was taken into custody by Maj. 
Henry Plitt, of New York, and 
three companions of the American 
101st Airborne Division. When he 
arrived here after a rough 40-mile 
ride, Streicher, bald, bearded and 
scraggly, stumbled from a jeep 
and limped slightly. 

It was Streicher who once liken- 
ed Hitler to Christ—and who for 
many years ruled Franconia with 
the long whip he always carried. 

Streicher was found on a farm 
near Waldring, a little village in 


an area thick with American sol- 
diers of the 10lst Airborne and 
the Forty-second Infantry divi- 
sions, 

At Work on Canvas. 

As Plitt and his three com- 
panions approached, Streicher was 
on the balcony of a Tyrolean-type 
house daubing at a canvas. He

There have been no recent re- 
ports on the probable resignations 
of Secretary of the Navy Forres- 
tal, Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
or Secretary of Commerce Wal- 
lace. 

For that matter, however, there 
were no specific evidences before 
the press conference yesterday 
that the resignations of Biddle 
and Perkins had been accepted.

PACIFIC VETERANS 
TO RETRAIN THOSE 
WHO FOUGHT NAZIS 


Troops Shifted to Pacific to 
Get “Maximum Possible” 
Instruction on Japs. 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP).— 
Veterans of the European cam- 
paigns destined for the Pacific 
front will be given the “maximum 
possible” retraining under instruc- 
tors who have fought the Jap- 
anese, the Army reported yester- 
day. 

The training will be “tough and 
realistic’ and will be carried on 
in Europe, the United States and, 
to a limited extent, in the Pacific. 


In addition to training in Jap- 
anese tactics and weapons, the 
soldiers will be instructed on 
health measures and on weather 
and terrain conditions in the Pa- 
cific area, 

It also was disclosed that some 
combat units will be converted 
into special forces to help in build- 
ing and maintaining Pacific sup- 
ply lines. 

The redeployment of air forces 
in this country will consist largely” 
of training crews to use Super- 
fortresses, A-26 light bombers and 
new or modified fighter craft to 
be employéd against the Japanese. 

In this connection, it Was an- 
nounced yesterday that big expan- 
sions have been scheduled for two 
of the B-29 training fields in this 
country — MacDill near Tampa, 
Fla., and the Gulfport field in 
Mississippi.

On Luzon’s northern fronts at 
Baguio and in Balete Pass to the 
northeast, mud and rain as well 
as tenacious resistance confronted 
doughboys. Some of the Yanks 
have been in action for nearly 130 
consecutive days. 

The Thirty-fifth Regiment of 
the Twenty-fifth Division pushed 
beyond Balete toward Cagayan 
Valley at Santa Fe Village. Planes 
dropped 300 tons of bombs in sup- 
port of the drive. 

Previous heavy enemy resistance 
mysteriously melted as the Twen- 
ty-fifth took high ground near 


Santa Fe. The Twenty-seventh 
Regiment found 25 cave emplace- 
ments abandoned. 


Catapulted Incendiaries. 


In the watershed area north- 
west of Manila, a tremendous fire 
bomb strike enabled the Thirty- 
eighth Division to move through 
acres of Japanese hillside po 
sitions. Planes dropped jellied 
gasoline incendiaries. Tanks threw 
flames, A medieval-type catapult 
hurled cans and barrels of jellied 
gasoline over the ridges. 

Afterward, 136 enemy dead were 
counted. The Thirty-eighth was 
able to drive to the juncture of 
the Marikina and Bosoboso rivers. 

Near liberated Ipo dam, an 
enemy force encircled by the 
Forty-third Division has been 
squeezed into an area of three 
square miles. The division counted 
125 Japanese dead Monday. The 
Yanks captured a command post, 
large enough to quarter 1500 men, 
built on four levels with an intri- 
cate stairway system. 

In central Mindanao, the Thirty- 
first, Fortieth and Americalae 
divisions neared a junction which 
would bisect the island. Reports 
covering developments through 
Monday night placed the Thirty- 
first within eight miles of the 
Fortieth and Americal. 

In the Davao sector, Twenty- 
fourth Division infantrymen took 
a hill after several days of fight- 
ing. 

Formosa Airfields Bombed. 


Patrol bombers attacked air- 
drome areas of Formosa, starting 
large fires. Installations at Shang- 
hai and Canton were heavily hit. 
A 5000-ton freighter and smaller 
cargo ship were sunk in that area 
and a number of large schooners 
damaged. Rail and highway tar- 
gets at French Indo-China were 
other targets. 

Heavy bombers pounded Brunei 
Bay, Emalak, Sandakan and Jes- 
selton on Borneo, cratering run- 
Lways, setting oil fires and destroy- 
ing buildings.

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GT ON WICKARD 
APPOINTMENT 10 
REA PREDICTED 


Senate Committee Had 
Blamed His Department 
for ‘Demoralization’ in 
the Agency.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Sen- 
ate opposition to confirmation of 
Secretary of Agriculture Claude 
R. Wickard as Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administrator was predicted 
today by Senator Henrik Ship- 
stead (Rep.), Minnesota, who ex- 
pressed amazement and disbelief 
at the selection. 

Shipstead found himself in the 
extraordinary position of being 
the sponsor of a bill to take the 
REA out of the Department of 
Agriculture, in order to get the 
agency out of Wickard’s hands; 
if he continues to push the bill he 
will be helping Wickard . obtain 
full control of REA as an inde- 
pendent agency. 

Appointment of Wickard to 
head the agency, which has head- 
quarters in St. Louis, came as a 
surprise to the capital as a whole, 
as well as to,anti-Wickard Sen- 
ators. Since the resignation of 
Harry Slattery as administrator 
last Dec. 1, following a bitter rift 
with Wickard, President Roosevelt 
and subsequently President Tru- 
man had searched far and wide 
for a qualified successor. Not in 
the wildest speculative stories was 
Wickard mentioned as a possibil- 


ity. 
The REA independence bill was 


jpassed .by the Senate two weeks 


ago and is now pending in the 
House, where little opposition was 
expected. As Secretary of Agri- 
culture, Wickard had defended 
the proprietoy of having the REA 


one of the units under his depart- 


ment. It remains to be seen 
whether his position on this will 
now change. 

Wickard and New Deal. 

In political circles it was felt 
that, though President Truman 
obviously did not regard Wickard 
as the best man for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture post, he kept 
in mind Wickard’s record as an 
ardent New Deal campaigner and 
decided to “give him something.” 
Wickard’s salary, if he is con- 
firmed as head of REA, wil drop 
from $15,000 as Secretary to $10,- 
000 a year. 

Wickard had incurred Slattery’s 
wrath especially by his appoint- 
ment of William J. Neal of New 
Hampshire as deputy REA admin- 
istrator, and by giving Neal actual 
administrative authority. The 
Senate Agriculture subcommittee 
that conducted lengthy hearings 
on political interference with the 
REA—a subcommittee of which 
Senator Shipstead was acting 
chairman—minced no words in its 
final report in blaming the De-’ 
partment of Agriculture for the 
dissension, 

“The disintegration and demor- 
alization of personnel in the REA 
since its integration into the De- 
partment of Agriculture,” said the 
subcommittee, “is in outstanding 
contrast to the harmony and ex- 
cellency of morale that appears to 
have existed prior thereto, and is 
an indictment of the administra- 
tion under the Agriculture Depart- 
ment,” 

Some Senate sources predicted 
that the fight against Wickard’s 
confirmation would equal that 
made against confirmation of

Anderson Expected Bawling Out 
By Truman, but Got a Cabinet Job 


‘Almost Swallowed My Grapefruit’ When Of- 
fered Agriculture Post at Lunch — Urged 
Unified Food Program, Now Controls It. 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP).— 
Representative Clinton P. Ander- 
son (Dem.), New Mexico, appoint- 
ed Secretary of Agriculture yes- 
terday by President Truman, is an 
exponent of “abundant produc- 
tion” of food. 

As chairman of the _ special 
House committee which has been 
struggling with the problems of 
food shortages, he recently told a 
reporter: “The way to kill off 
black markets and food-price in- 
flation is abundant production, 
and the time to plan abundant 
production is now.” 

He has advocated co-ordination 
of the entire war food program. 
President Truman made a move 
in that direction yesterday by 
merging. the War Food Adminis- 
tration with the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Anderson, who is 49 years old, 
told reporters that he went to the 
White House expecting “to get 
romped on” for his food commit- 
tee’s critical report on the sugar 
program. Instead President Tru- 
man invited him to lunch and at 
the start of the meal asked him 
how he'd like to be Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

“I almost swallowed my grape- 
fruit,” Anderson said, 

“But he gave me a job to do and 
when Harry Truman gives you a 
job to do you do it.” 

Anderson said his food commit- 
tee — which already has investi- 
gated and criticised the Govern- 
ment’s handling of meat and su- 
gar—will go ahead with new in- 
quiries into poultry and eggs, but- 
ter and dairy products, fats and 
oils. 

Owns Farms, Heads Risk Firm. 

Anderson owns farms in South 
Dakota and New Mexico, is presi- 
dent of the Mountain States Mu- 
tual Casualty Co., Albuquerque, N.

CHURCHILL BEGINS 
PICKING MEN FOR

Laborites Say They Won’t 
Enter Coalition With 
Tories, but Might Join 
Other ‘Progressives.’ 


LONDON, May 24 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Churchill began today 
the task of choosing the members 


of his new “caretaker govern- 
ment,” as ‘sections of the London 
press saluted the now-digsolved 
coalition which under his leader- 
ship piloted Britain through five 
perilous years. ’ 

Political correspondents of Lon- 
don newspapers agreed generally 
that the Prime Minister would 
have most of the cabinet offices 
filled by the week end, and that 
the new interim government 
would be ready to meet when the 
House of Commons meets again 
next Tuesday. 

Meeting at Blackpool the lead- 
ership of the Labor party assert- 
ed it never again would join a 
government with the Conserva- 
tives, but left the way open for a 
coalition with other “progressive” 
groups if Labor should win the 
July election without a clear ma- 
jority. 

An attempt was made to place 
the Labor party on record against 
joining any coalition but this was 
dropped after Prof. Harold Laski, 
speaking for the executive com- 
mittee, appealed to the national 
convention “not to tie the hands 
of the party.” 

The independent Times of Lon- 
don reminded all parties that the 
Japanese war still remains to be 
fought. It said that “what may 
be legitimately asked of all par- 
ties in the coming struggle at the 
polis is that they shall remember 
that there is still a deadly enemy 
in the field and keep domestic con- 
troversy within the bounds of 
moderation.” 

“This has been a great admin- 
istration,” the Times said, prais- 
ing all Cabinet members individu- 
ally, “Its strength, at a time when 
without strong government the 
nation might have perished, de- 
rived from a virtue not always 
found in coalitions—that it really 
coalesced.” 

The new Parliament is expected 
to meet July 31 or Aug. 7.

REFORM STARTED 
BY LEGISLATURE 


First of Bills Passed to 
End 75-Year-Old Prac- 
tice of Valuation on 


June 1.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 24.— 
With Senate passage of the Dill 
abolishing the June 1 assessment 
of property, the Legislature has 


taken the first important step to- 
ward putting into effect the tax 


reform made possible under the 
new Constitution. The bill has al- 
ready passed the House. Other 
bills to fix Jan. 1 as the asses¢- 
ment date are pending in commit- 
tees and are expected to pass. 
This series of bills will do away 
with the practice of assessing 


property June 1 and not collecting 
the taxes until 18 months later, 
which has existed for 75 years and 
has resulted through the years in 
a failure to collect millions of dol- 
lars of taxes on personal property. 

Because in 18 months persons 
assessed have died or moved, with 
tax collectors unable to find them, 
a large volume of personal taxes 
are’ uncollected every year. 

The new Constitution requires 
that taxes be collected in the same 
year they are assessed. Without 
a change in the assessment date 
this provision would have required 
the collection of taxes for two 
years in one year. 


Bill to Prevent 35 Million Loss. 


Owing to a fear that failure to 
have property assessed within this 
calendar year would prevent Fed- 
eral income taxpayers who make 
their returns on an accrual basis 
from taking credit for state taxes 
on their returns for this year, As- 
sociated City Counselor Aubrey 
Hamilton of St. Louis is prepar- 
ing legislation to supplement the 
bill passed yesterday.

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SENATOR STARTS 
MOVE TO BRING 
-FALZONE TOTRIAL 


Resolution Introduced to 
Create Committee to 
File Charges, Prepare 
for Hearing.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 24.— 
Action to bring Senator Joseph A. 
Falzone to trial before the Mis- 
souri Senate on charges that he 
told a representative of beauty 
shop operators that it would 
“take $1500” to obtain passage of 
a cosmetology regulatory bill 
which he introduced for them, was 
initiated in the Senate today. 

The move followed rejection by 
the Clayton Republican Senator 
of suggestions from Senate lead- 
ers that he resign as an alterna- 
tive to full trial of the charges, 
gased on the report of a special 
Senate Investigating Committee, 
filed last week, recommending 
that the Senate consider discip- 
linary action against him. 

Senator H. R. Williams of Cass- 
ville, Republican majority floor 
leader, introduced today a resolu- 
tion calling for creation of a com- 
mittee of five Senators to prepare 
and file formal charges against 
Falzone and recommend pro- 
cedure for the trial. 

The resolution, which designates 
Senator M. C. Matthes of Hills- 
boro, President pro tem of the 
Senate, as chairman of the com- 
mittee, directs the committee to 
prepare charges against Falzone 
in accordance with the report of 
the Special Investigating Commit- 
tee. 

Other Procedure. 

It further directs the committee 
to file the charges with the Senate; 
to formulate rules of procedure 
for presenting and prosecuting 
such charges, subject to approval 
of the Senate, and to “do all 
things necessary and proper to 
the end that said hearing or trial 
may be conducted and completed 
with expedition and dispatch, con- 
sistent with justice.” 

The resolution, calling attention 
to the report of the special inves- 
tigating committee, declared “it is 
the decision of the Senate that the 
report of the committee be acted 
upon and that the charges, and 
the evidence supporting or refut- 
ing the same, Ve presented to the 
Senate so that this body may de- 
termine whether or not discipli- 
nary action be administered.” 

There was no discussion. Wil- 
liams then asked thaf, under the 
Senate’s rules, the resolution lie 
over to be printed in the Senate’s 
Journal. As Thursday afternoon 
is the usual time of the week- 
end adjournment, this would indi- 
cate that the resolution will be 
taken up next week. 

Falzone was not in the Senate 
when the resolution wag read. 

The proceeding is unprecedented 
in modern history of the Missouri 
Legislature, and the cpmmittee 
proposed by the resolution will be 
called upon to prepare complete 
rules of procedure for the trial, 
including employment of special 
counsel to act as a prosecutor, as 
any State member acting in that 
capacity probably would be dis- 
qualified to vote on the verdict. 
Provision is mate for subpena of 
witnesses and production of rec- 
ords. 

Under constitutional provisions, 
the Senate is the sole judge of the 
qualifications of its members. It 
may punish a member for dis- 
orderly conduct and may expel a 
member by vote of two-thirds (23) 
of the 34 elected members.

Power Plant Said to 
Be Lighter, Smaller

A new type of gasoline-driven 
engine which eliminates all valves, 
connecting rods and cranks has 
been invented by a St. Louis en- 
gineer. 

John Bruce Stewart, 4961 Mc- 
Pherson avenue, has been granted 
a patent on plans for a rotary 
engine with only three moving 
parts which he claims will operate 
“efficiently at either high or low 
speeds,«can be made in large or 
small capacities, and weighs less 
and occupies less space than con- 
ventional types.” 

As opposed to the multiplicity 
of moving parts in the modern 
automobile engine, the only mov- 
ing parts in the engine designed 
by Stéwart are one shaft and two 
rotors (parts that revolve in sta- 
tionary parts). The inventor said 
the engine could operate on 
cheaper grades of fuel, and could 
be manufactured at greatly re- 
duced cost because “all component 
parts are easily made, and are of 
such construction that manufac- 
turers already have had produc- 
tion experience.” 

His design is adapted for use 
not only in an internal combustion 
engine but in steam, compressed- 
air or Diesel engines, and in 
pumps and compressors. 

Long-Standing Problem. 

Development of a satisfactory 
rotary instead of reciprocating 
engine has been a long-standing 
engineering problem, Other in- 
ventors have sought a solution, 
and some patents previously had 
been granted, but Stewart said 
that, whereas all other rotary en- 
gines are controlled by mechanical 


gadgets, his control embodies the 
principle of magnetic attraction. 
In the Stewart design for an 
internal combustion engine an ig- 
nited and expanding fuel charge 
delivers a driving impulse to a 
piston, accelerating movement of 
|piston, rotor and shaft. When 
‘this driving impulse has been ab- 
‘sorbed, insulation segments inter- 
‘rupt the flow of current to mag- 
inets, de-energizing them and leav- 
‘ing the shaft and rotor free to 
rotate independently of each other. 


Then collector segments contact 
brushes, energizing magnets and 
attracting the rotor to the shaft. 
The rotor closes.a circuit for a 
spark plug, igniting the charge 
and subjecting piston and rotor 
to a driving impulse. The rotor 
and pistons exhaust the gas from 
the previous explosion, compress 


plosion and draw in the fuel 
sion. 

What this means is that the 
impulse applied to a rotor by ex- 
plosion of a fuel charge is trans- 
mitted to a shaft, but when the 
fofce of the expanding charge is 
exhausted and it becomes neces- 
sary to free the shaft and rotor 
to prevent the rotor. from acting 
as a drag, the momentum of the 
rotor is not dissipated, but is 
transferred to the previously sta- 
tionary rotor, now released from 
the frame. The transferred mo- 
mentum gives the latter rotor a 
start on its impulse-receiving 
movement, so that by the time 
expansion of the ignited fuel be- 
comes effective, the latter rotor, 
substantially synchronized with 
and locked to the shaft, is in 
position to deliver to the shaft

No Model Built. 

As yet, Stewart's engine exists 
only on paper. Construction of a 
working model by machinists will 
be the next stage, he said, adding 
that he has made no effort thus 
far to investigate the commercial 
possibilities of his invention. 

“Money is not on my mind at 
all,” he said. “My ambition is to 
do something constructive, that’s 
all.” 


The patent granted Stewart was 
the result of involved mathemat- 
ical calculations on the momentum 
of moving bodies. The rotary en- 
gine problem fascinated him, he 
said, and he worked at it off and 
on for 17 years, devoting most of 
his spare time to trial-and-error 
calculations. His repeated failures 
were maddening, and there were 
times when he was ready to give 
up in despair, but he persisted 
doggedly. 

“After I finally got on the right 
track,” he said, “it was smooth 
sailing, and it took only two years 
or so to work the thing out.” 


Trial to His Family. 


The St. Louisan’s absorption in 
the problem, to the exclusion of 
all other outside interests, proved 
a trial to his family. 

“More than once my wife said 
to me, ‘I want you to. stop 
that everlasting figuring,’” he 
chuckled. “But now she has 
changed her mind about that 
everlasting figuring.”

the shores of England it is a beautiful spring day, and.there below 
us, to be very clearly seen, are the beautiful green fields and many

We land at Dovington Field. 
Here we run into the first and 
only bit of inefficiency of our en- 
tire trip, thanks to the delays of 
the customs and censors. Our 
~ time is limited to half a day and 
a night in London and we are all 
exasperated. One American editor 
who had not wanted to prolong 
our trip in order that we might 
get a glimpse of London—I doubt 
whether he is an Anglophobe—re- 
marks, “This is what you get for 
coming to England.” 

Finally we get through. A bright 
good-looking blonde girl drives 
two Signal Corps photographers 
and myself through the pretty 
countryside and pleasant suburban 
area into London. She remarks 
that the Americans in London are 
far fewer than they were. I ask 
her whether that is not a good 
thing.. She replies, “A very good 
thing, indeed. It gives us a chance 
to get a little Scotch now and 
again.” 

British-like, she makes light of 
their privations. They always had 
plenty of food to keep them go- 
ing. She admits that they saw no 
oranges or lemons for four years 
but that seemed to make no dif- 
ference at all. I think of the way 
I have squawked at home about 
wartime restrictions and I am 
rather ashamed of myself. 

I reach the Ritz Hotel where I 
share quarters with my brother, 
Herbert Pulitzer. The dining room 
is filled with waitresses in black 
uniforms and a few old waiters. 
The meal is excellent and the cost, 
at least as compared with New 
York prices, is low. They limit 
the cost of meals in London, if I 
remember correctly, to the equiva- 
lent of $2.50. 


Westminster Abbey. 


Col. Beach of Public Relations, 
who accompanied us from Wash- 
ington, and I take a drive around 
the city and see the sights. We 
visit Westminster Abbey—to iIny 
way of thinking, far and away the 
most beautiful cathedral in the 
world. The Reims Cathedral does 
not compare with it. Irony of 
ironies, the first thing we see is 
the bronze inscription on the stone 
floor covering the tomb of the 
“Unknown Soldier” of the last war, 
buried -there in company with the 
great and the not-so-great figures 
of English history. It reads— 
Beneath this stone rests the body 

of a British warrior 
unknown by name or rank 
brought from France to lie among 
the most illustrious of the land 
and buried here on Armistice Day 
11 November 1920 
in the presence of 
His Majesty King George V 
His Ministers of State 
The Chiefs of his Forces 
and a vast concourse of the Nation. 


Thus are commemorated the many 
multitudes who during the great 
War of 1914-18 gave the most that 

man can give life itself 

for God 
for King and Country 

for loved ones home and Empire 
jor the sacred cause of Justice and 

the freedom of the world. 


They buried him among the kings 
because he 
had done good toward God and 
toward his house. 


Again these people and we have 
had to whip these German bar- 
barians. This time, however, it 
is unconditional surrender. Thank 
God for that. 

We visit St. Paul’s. We see the 
outside of the House of Parlia- 
ment spattered with bomb shrap- 
nel. Occasionally the corner of a 
tower has been knocked off. Some 
of this damage, we are told, was 
done by falling British antiair- 
craft shells. Big Ben is there, as 
big as ever, and we are told it 
has never stopped striking. It is 
a Sunday afternoon and the 
streets are empty but as we ap- 
proach the theater district we see 
lines outside several movie the- 
aters a couple of blocks long. It 
reminds us of home. We _ go 
through Fleet street where all the 
London newspapers have their 
plants. 


A Woman’s War. 

As I see the crowds on the 
streets and in the hotel and in 
the restaurant where my brother 
and I have dinner that night, I 
am struck by the women—young, 
middle-aged and old. They all 
have their heads up. They go 
about their business and there is 
something indefinably fine about 
them. This applies especially to 
a group of old ladies, chattering 
. away at a tea table, as old ladies 
should chatter when they are hav- 
ing tea. They have been through 
the hell of the blitz and of the 
V-bombs and they unquestionably 
have lost sons and grandsons at 
Singapore, at Hongkong, at Dun- 
kerque and at Arnhem. Do they 
show any signs of it? They do not. 
The thought comes to me that in 
a peculiar sense, in London at any 
rate, this has been a woman’s war.

Antwerp Burgomaster. 


T Antwerp, while on the con- 
A tinent, we meet the Burgo- 

master, or Mayor, at luncheon. 
The Burgomaster, we are warned 
in advance, is a “Communist.” He 
turns out to be nothing of the 
kind. He is a Belgian Socialist. 
He says his position is no further 
to the left than that of the British 
Labor party. He believes in a 
considerable degree of govern- 
ment-ownership of raw materials, 
railroads, coal mines, etc., but he 
believes strongly in what we know 
as private initiative and free en- 
terprise. 

He is noble in appearance and 
probably in ancestry, a man of 
perhaps 80 years of age, with a 
splendid forehead and a compel- 
ling personality. He tells of the 
agonies of Antwerp during the 
V-bombings. He says Antwerp 
must have Nissen huts immediate- 
ly—the British equivalent of our 
Quonset huts—to house its home- 
less thousands. It was he who 
said Hitler did not create Ger- 
many, Germany created Hitler—to 
my way of thinking a profound 
remark, 

He insists that we must make 
a beginning—any kind of a begin- 
-ning—toward a peace structure at 
San Francisco. He argues that at 
first we must have military gov- 
‘ernment in Germany, then later 
‘find the right “civil persons,” as 
he calls them, to carry on the gov- 
ernment. He believes in what we 
call home rule and hopes that we 
can gradually establish in Ger- 
many a grass-roots type of govern- 
ment springing from the desires 
of the mass of the people. He 
thinks that in time this can be 
done and that we should strive to 
bring it about as early as possible. 

He speaks of the Germans with 
no bitterness. He is a sad man— 
tall, dignified, passionately  sin- 
cere, but very, very sad. He tells 
us how his secretary, a man, was 
recently returned from a concen- 
tration® camp. He says that the 
secretary will certainly die, as will 
most of the others who have re- 
cently been returned to Belgium. 

He speaks with pride of the 
great harbor of Antwerp, one of 
the greatest in the world. He tells 
us that in Antwerp 80 per cent 
of the world’s diamonds for both 
industry and jewelry are cut and 
processed. 

We are lunching at the Philotax 
Club, small, well-furnished, with 
leather chairs and sofas—a typical 
man’s club. The Germans used 
it up until last September when 
the British and Canadians liberat- 
ed Antwerp. Once more we feel 
that the seats in which we are sit- 
ting have been warmed for us by 
the Germans. 

It is a curious fact that wher- 
ever we go there are evidences of 
the Germans having moved out 
only recently. Even in Paris, 
which the Germans left nearly a 
year ago, you get that impression 
—about your bed in the hotel or 
your seat in a restaurant or your 
seat at the Folies Bergere. You 
see it at nearly all the Army head- 
quarters, at one of which we were 
using telephones which the Ger- 
mans had installed, and here they 
had actually left much stationery 
behind. ) 

At the Philotax Club we are told 
a story about Rommel. An Ameri- 
can colonel tells us that on one 
occasion a champagne party had 
been arranged for Rommel. He 
came into the place, looked around, 
said that he preferred to eat with 
his men and left. The American 
officer tells us that it is generally 
agreed that Rommel was a great 
soldier. 


Miracles of Efficiency. 

E like to boast, and properly 
W so, about our miracles of pro- 

duction here at home. A 
strong impression that comes to 
me has to do with the miracles of 
business that are being performed 
by those responsible for moving 
the supplies, for salvaging and re- 
conditioning equipment, from field 
guns to shoe laces, and, in gen- 
eral, of conducting the business 
of war. 

The figures as to the unloading 
of ships at Antwerp and the speed 
at which food, ammunition, medi- 
cine, blood plasma, clothing and 
a million and one other things 
are moved are given us confiden- 
tially.

At Okinawa 


Forecast on Ty-, 
phoons Lessened’ 
Gamble of Getting 
on Shore.

WITH THE ARMED FORCES 

IN THE PACIFIC (AP).— 
ENS of thousands of troops 
and a million tons of supplies 
and equipment were at sea. 
The time was at hand for inva- 
sion of Okinawa, the largest 
operation in the Pacific. 

Plans had been worked over for 
months, while manufacturers and 
shippers rushed the required ma- 
teriel from 10,000 miles away. 
Carrier-based aircraft and heav- 
ily-gunned warships had been pre- 
paring the way. A preliminary 
landing in Kerama Retto had 
been made, 


The final decision hung on a 
weather report. 

A typhoon had formed between 
Leyte and Yap and was moving 
north. Then an apparently sta- 
tionary one developed near the 
Philippines. Either was in a 
position to scatter the 1400 ships 
loaded for Okinawa, wrecking all 
hope of unloading them or getting 
shore emplacement established. 

“The thing was in the balance,” 
an Officer explained. “Just a ‘little 
less faith in weather forecasting 
and the invasion would have been 
delayed.” 

That is how important weather 
is in the Pacific war. It ranks 
with guns and ammunition, It is 
a first consideration in planning, 
the final determination in execu- 
tion. 

What actually happened to those 
storms was just what the meteor- 
Ologists had forecast, although it 
was an unusual situation. 

The first typhoon moved up and 
appeared to collide with the sta- 
tionary one, after which it swung 
off to the Northeast and gave Iwo 
some rough days with high winds 
blewing dust around, 

The second typhoon followed 
the first. The only effect on the 
invasion forces was a few days of 
moderate winds, but some of the 
ships still en route had a rough 
time.

Salvage Operations. 

N Reims we see a tremendous 

salvaging plant operated by the 

Quartermaster Corps. Upstairs 
are hundreds of French women 
busily operating sewing machines. 
Around the corner is a vast shoe 
repair plant being operated by 
German prisoners of war. When 
the shoes come owt they look good 
as new. Around another corner 
is an exhibit of everything under 
the sun that we have captured 
from German warehouses, from 
mess kits to typewriters with key- 
boards designed for 4? different 
languages. Downstairs more Ger- 
man prisoners are looking for 
holes in worn-out tents and for 
holes in blankets. 

On guard, strangely enough, are 
Russian soldiers, former prisoners 
of war of the Germans, liberated 
by our troops, now standing guard 
over our German prisoners of war. 
They stand there like graven 
images. We are told there are 
very few attempts to escape. After 
all, what good would it do a Ger- 
man prisoner of war to escape 
from this plant, with the P. W. 
letters on his back, and go galli- 
vanting through the streets of the 
French city of Reims? 

We get a quick glimpse of one 
of our prison camps containing 
German prisoners of war. They 
are decently treated, live in tents, 
sleep on the ground with plenty 
of straw under them and plenty of 
blankets under and over them. 
There are no pillows. The kitch- 
ens are immaculately clean and 
the food is adequate, Out of doors, 
inside of a khaki canvas screen 
about chin-high, is a shower bath 
at which half a dozen prisoners 
are bathing with soap and’ plenty 
of water. 

We respect the Geneva conven- 
tion, but, take it from me, there is 
no coddling in this camp. There 
is a certain ring in the voice of 
the American officer in charge 
which makes you feel certain 
about that.

My conclusion as to a fundamental 
cause for our school fiasco is the lack 
of representation for teachers. They be- 
come heartbroken and quit; or they “do 
their best” while everything goes hang; 
or they cry in the wilderness. 

Until, as Mrs. Gellhorn says, the 
School Board has a membership includ- 
ing someone interested, from the lay 
viewpoint, in public education, the 
teachers will remain unrepresented and 
the system cannot function. The chil- 
dren’s good depends solely upon the 
teacher. However, it must be borne in 
mind that the present business at hand 
is not perfection but reform. 

If the Columbo reorganization is given 
an opportunity to function, there is no 
reason why Schoo] Board members can- 
not then be urged to make improve- 
ments. 

The political organizations should be 
represented on the nominating panel for 
choice of School Board members; also 
the children, the teachers, the workers 
and the sociologists (a term which in- 
cludes education here). But to date our 
groups have not shown any adequate 
qualifications for representation. 

The teachers are too timid and dis- 
unified and afraid of losing their jobs. 
The parents, represented by P-TA, 
have given no evidence of courage and 
originality. The women’s organizations 
which, had they been willing to work in 
harmony and apart from personalities 
and membership-building, could have 
cleaned up the St. Louis mess 10 years 
ago, have likewise given no evidence. 

Let us then give the present bill a 
break. It definitely is not ideal. But un- 
doubtedly, with the growing conscious- 
ness for objective and constructive or- 
ganizational work, it should not be long 
before a wider and more abundant rep- 
resentation will evolve.

An Old Debate Rehashed 


Many Missourians remember the Friday after- 
noon debates at the district school. They were 
the occasion for furious arguing over such ques- 
tions as “Is fire more destructive than water?” 
and “Is the horse a better friend of man than 
the dog?” and “Should women vote?” Another 
hardy favorite was thus stated: “Resolved, that 
the country is superior to the city” (or vice 
versa). 

The boys and girls who used to get excited 
over that subject are now grown up, with chil- 
dren and grandchildren of their own. The de- 
bate isn’t over, however. It’s being rehashed to- 
day, not in schoolrooms as an educational pas- 
time, but in the Legislature and over the State 
among adult citizens. 

The ancient, artificial and altogether unneces- 
sary feud between city and country is at the 
bottom of the Quinn bill for reorganizing Mis- 
souri’s four-member Highway Commission into 
a 10-member body, chosen sectionally. It is the 
basis of many other measures, and of the Legis- 
lature’s voting line-up on issue after issue. 

Instead of considering the welfare of the State 
as a whole, the parties to this feud consider first 
the interest of their own sections. But Missouri 
isn’t a combination of two sections; it’s one big 
State, with common interests among all its citi- 
zens. It isn’t made up of so-called “city slickers” 
on the one hahd and so-called “hillbillies” on the 
other; it’s made up of Missourians, irrespective 
of where they live. In the long run, whatever 
helps one group helps the other, and whatever 
harms one harms the other. 

The make-up of Missouri is more equally ad- 
justed than that of most states, which makes the 
debate more inexcusable than ever. In 1920, 53.4 
per cent of the people lived in rural areas and 
46.6 per cent in urban. In 1940, rural areas had 
48.2 per cent and urban areas 51.8 per cent. The 
call of war plants has added to the cities’ margin 
since then; after the war, the pendulum may 
swing back. 

The ctties depend on the farms and small 
towns for raw materials, for food and for cus- 
tomers. The outstate sections depend on the 
cities to buy their products and supply many 
of their needs. The city man, who is likely to 
have been born on a Missouri farm, goes to the 
country for his vacation. The farmer and small- 
town resident go to the city to see a show or a 
ball game. All are Missourians; all have a stake 
in the State’s welfare and its progress. 

The highway setup for 25 years has favored 
the outstate sections, as it should have. The first 
big job was to build a network of highways, to 
“lift Missouri out of the mud.” St. Louis and 
Kansas City alone pay about half of the State 
sales tax, more than half of the property tax, 
auto fees and gasoline tax, more than 85 per cent 
of the income tax. Yet they have not received a 
dime in State funds for building and maintaining 
State highway links within their borders. 

The new Constitution authorizes use of some 
highway funds for this purpose, at the discre- 
tion of the commission. The Quinn bill would 
prevent any such expenditure. Have not the 
cities a case for their reasonable expectation? 

Passage of the Quinn bill won't mean uncon- 
ditional surrender by the cities. They will un- 
doubtedly fight back. If a referendum is held, 
the chances are that they can outvote the out- 
state sections. The two larger cities alone have 
4112 per cent of the State’s population. With 
the aid of a few of the smaller cities, they would 
easily have a majority. 

If the bill takes effect, the two big cities may 
hold the balance of power between Northern and 
Southern Missouri in the new districts to be set 
up. The result will be a bidding for the cities’ 
favor, with horse-trading, logrolling, building of 
a road in one district in return for building one 
in another. 

Neither a referendum nor.a swapping arrange- 
ment would be a good thing for Missouri. Each 
would intensify sectional feeling, and prolong a 
feud that is hurting the whole State. 

The best for all concerned, now that the Sen- 
ate has passed the Quinn bill, is its rejection by 
the House. That would preserve our State’s co- 
ordinated highway system. It would give a fair 
break to both rural and urban areas. It would 
mean that Missourians, from the pavements and 
from the hill country, have given up a pointless 
argument that should have ended a generation 
or so ago, back there in the district school, 
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A Broadened School Board Bill 


It is good news to learn that Representative 
Fred R. Columbo is preparing amendments to 


broaden the base of the nominating panel for 


St. Louis School Board selections, to be set up 
by his pending bill. Increasing the panel from 
three to five members will remove one of the 
vulnerable spots of the measure, and should in- 
sure increased support. This enlarged body will 
be a more representative one than previously 
planned, and its recommendations to the Mayor 
for his choice in making appointments will un- 
doubtedly be better. 

Now that Mr. Columbo has responded to the 
public’s most frequent suggestion for improving 
his bill, it deserves the backing of the whole 
St. Louis delegation. The bill offers a fine op- 
portunity to achieve at last a long-needed reform 
in public school affairs.

An Express-Bus Question 

What does the Mayor’s Mass Transportation 
Subcommittee hope to accomplish in its seeming 
firm commitment to an extra-fare basis no mat- 
ter how the express-bus experiment turns out? 
Is it to attract people who now drive their own 
cars, thereby relieving traffic congestion? Or 
is it to acquire an excess profit to underwrite a 
system-wide fare reduction? In either or any 
event, the policy objectives ought to be made 
clearer to the public than they now are. 

The committee evidently expects that the 
5-cent premium will yield excess profits. On its 
face, that expectation seems valid. Though 
longer average rides and fewer fares per bus- 
mile will tend to reduce per-mile revenue unless 
a premium is charged, the faster schedules and 
fewer stops and starts should reduce operating, 
maintenance and depreciation expenses. Even at 
standard fares, decreased revenue and reduced 
cost might come close to balancing out—closer, 
surely, than 5 cents a ride. 

Such speculation is less acad®mic than it may 
appear. There is some chance that a smaller 
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extra fare than 5 cents, or none at all, would 
produce greater revenues. Whatever policy the 
city may wish to advance, the test should be 
conducted with enough flexibility to provide all 
the data needed to advance it most effectively. 
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Moves for a Better Cabinet 


The country will applaud the White House an- 
nouncement yesterday of three Cabinet changes 
long overdue. Probably the one of most imme- 
diate importance is the choice of Representative 
Clinton P. Anderson of New Mexico as both Sec- 
retary of Agriculture and War Food Adminis- 
trator. This consolidation of authority and re- 
sponsibility is a distinct forward step in solving 
the nation’s No. 1 home-front problem—food. 

The new appointee, who comes to his task with 
practical experience in farming, ranching, busi- 
ness and government, is now chairman of the 
House’s Special Food Committee. As liberal as 
he is effective, Anderson should perform in the 
manner of Henry Wallace, who confronted and 
coped with agricultural problems unprecedented 
in kind and urgency, rather than that of Claude 
Wickard, the Indiana farmer-politician whose 
love of power overmatched his skill in using it, 
as the REA muddle well showed. 

Judge Schwellenbach should invigorate the 
Department of Labor and enable it to play a real 
part in preserving labor’s legitimate war gains. 
Everyone knows of the department’s steady de- 
crease in importance during “Madam” Perkins’ 
12 years until it had become little more than a 
high-titled statistical agency. It can be made of 
real service in the coming battle for full em- 
ployment. As Senator from Washington, the 
new appointee demonstrated his constructive lib- 
eralism. The country has every right to expect 
great things from a rejuvenated Department of 
Labor. 

The situation called for Francis Biddle’s resig- 
nation as Attorney General. As he said in his 
letter of resignation, the post of legal adviser 
to the President is “a particularly personal one,” 
and he should choose his own man. There were 
some good things in Mr. Biddle’s record, but his 
elimination is doubly welcome if it means also 
the elimination of Thomas G. Corcoran, super- 
lobbyist, and his unsavory influence in the de- 
partment. We cannot believe that Mr. Truman 
will tolerate any such goings-on as those charged 
last year and&never refuted or even investigated. 

Tom Clark, Biddle’s successor, proved his met- 
tle by service to the Truman committee. A keen 
judge of talent and capacity, Mr. Truman knows 
what he wants from the head of the law depart- 
ment, and the 45-year-old Texan should be able 
to provide it. 

These changes are salutary. The incumbents 
had outlived their usefulness to the Government, 
and their successors should bring a needed in- 
vigoration to their departments and the Cabinet. 
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Bretton Woods Moves Forward 

Word comes from Washington that the House 
Committee on Banking and Currency has deter- 
mined to approve the bill to provide for Ameri- 
can participation in the Bretton Woods agree- 
ments, with only a few minor amendments. This 
is reassuring. 

The report now being drafted would provide 
for our entry into the fund as well as the bank, 
and that will dispose of the only real contention. 
The CED committee’s recommendations seem to 
have facilitated this decision, which speaks well 
for the caliber of reports this business men’s 
committee turns out. 
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Merely “Disperse”’ the Criminals? 

Gen. Eisenhower acted yesterday to end the 
so-called Flensburg Government Adm. Doenitz 
had set up allegedly to aid the Allies in getting 
German soldiers and sailors into prison pens. At 
last the Admiral himself has been arrested, with 
all the personne! of his self-appointed headquar- 
ters, and the dangerous game that has been 
played with Hitler’s successor is over. 

However, the official announcement contains 
an ambiguity which demands clarification. Maj. 
Gen. Lowell W. Rooks, Eisenhower's represent- 
ative at Flensburg, says that “the German High 
Command now is being dispersed and put out 
of existence.” 

What does “being dispersed” mean? Does it 
mean merely demobilization? Does it mean 
prison terms of 10 to 15 years, as one officer 
thinks? If it is intended to mean the basic 
remedy for chronic German war-making—that 
is, trial of all General Staff members as war 
criminals, and execution of those found guilty— 
then certainly a very weak word was chosen to 
express the idea. The German General Staff 
was supposed to have been “dissolved” after the 
last war, and the world knows what happened. 
It will certainly take more than “dispersal” to 
end this monstrous menace to humanity, 

This statement lacks the note of firmness the 
Russians and the French have been demanding. 
It lacks the sense of sternness to evildoers Amer- 
icans have been expecting to find in our dealings 
with a High Command as ready to plot the assas- 
sination of Gen, Eisenhower as it was to order 
the murder of wounded prisoners, and assuredly 
involved in the horrors of the concentration 
camps. It dismally fails to follow the reasoning 
of the Congressmen who saw the evidence of 
those unspeakable crimes and, as shown by the 
interviews published in the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday, are virtually unanimous in calling for 
the trial of the group as war criminals. 

Something more must be done with these gang- 
sters than merely to “disperse’’ them. The cases 
against them must be pushed, before the wit- 
nesses scatter and the evidence grows stale, 

Let’s hope that “dispersal” was just an ill- 
chosen word, not an avenue of escape for men 
with the blood of millions on their hands. 
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France to Fight Japan 

The French Government was shrewd to have 
declared its intention to become active in the 
war against Japan. If France expects to re- 
habilitate herself at home through the strength 
of her colonial empire, as seems more and more 
apparent, one of her first jobs is to help recon- 
quer French Indo-China from the Japanese, who 
have held it almost four years. 

It is also to France's intérest to share 
America’s burden in this war, because there 
are many things the French want us to do 
for their relief and reconstruction, and vinegar 
never catches any flies.

For the last dozen years we Americans, 
in common with most foreigners, have 
fallen into the habit of defining German 
policy as “Nazi” or, alternately, as “Hit- 
lerite.” 

That procedure was useful enough at the 
moment. As many qualified observers are 
now pointing out, however, it ig likely to 
prove disastrous in the future unless we 
grasp one basic fact about German policy 
-~-its continuous direction by the German 
General Staff. 

In modern times Germany hag been, by 
turns, a constitutional monarchy, a repub- 
lic and a Fascist-type dictatorship. But one 
institution has remained essentially un- 
changed through every political permuta- 
tion. This institution is the General] Staff. 

No other important Western nation has 
had anything like the military caste which 
in Germany, at least.since the reign of 
Frederick the Great, has existed as a state 
within a state, owing its primary allegiance 
not to the civil Government but to the Gen- 
eral Staff. 


History Indicts the Staff 


Consider recent history. It was the Gen- 
eral Staff which forced Kaiger Wilhelm II 
to abdicate at the end of the last war. It 
was the General Staff (left untouched by 
the last peace settlement) that from the be- 
ginning dominated the leaders of the Wei- 
mar Republic and finally installed its own 
representative as President. 

It was the General Staff which gave the 
nod to Adolf Hitler and hig associates, 
when the democratic false-front had served 
its purpose of bridging the interval of suf- 
ficient Allied solidarity to prevent the open 
rearmament of Germany. 

On the surface there occasionally was 
friction between the General Staff and the 


Nazi High Command after 1933. At bot- 
tom it never amounted to much before last 
summer. 

The professional soldierg were content to 
allow the Hitlerites tactical control of Ger- 
man policy, because the latter appeared to 
be loyally pursuing the General Staff strat- 
egy. It was only when the present war 
reached, for Germany, a point comparable 
to that of the late summer and early fall 
of 1918 that the soldiers and the Hitlerites 
seem to have come into real conflict. 


More Deadly Than Nazism 


Twenty-six years before, the General 
Staff's dictum had been adequate to com- 
pel the Kaiser to leave his throne, as a pre- 
liminary to a negotiated peace that would 
leave the German militarists in a position 
to make ready for a second try at world 
conquest. 

This time Hitler balked. The resultant 
attempt on his life failed. But in the long 
run the General Staff won out. It survived 
the Nazi High Command, just ag it sur- 
vived the “all-highest” Emperor in 1918. 

The victory will be a hollow one for the 
soldiers, however, unless in some way they 
can rescue their control over postwar Ger- 
many. That is why, although it is impor- 
tant to: root out all vestiges of Nazism in 
the Reich, it is still more important to elim- 
inate the last trace of the General Staff. 

That is why every indication that certain 
Allied military authorities are inclined to 
deal with German soldiers on a “friendly- 
enemy” basis is so ominous, 

For Hitlerism was, after all, only a symp- 
tom of the virulent disease known as the 
German General Staff. And there ig abso- 
lutely no hope for a cure in Germany’s case 
while a nucleus of the General Staff per- 
sists. 
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Mistaken Ideas About American Fighting Men

Two libels against the American fighting 
man have had widespread circulation. One 
is that he will come home from the wars 
in such a state of nerves that every house- 
hold will have to keep a tame psychiatrist. 
The other is that he will come home in 
such a state of morals that he will be ripe 
for a career of crime. 

The first libel, put into circulation out of 
decent concern for a small number of vet- 
erans who will need psychiatric attention, 
has passed through the phase of exaggera- 
tion and over-emphasis and may soon be 
expected to be whittled down to size. 

On the second libel, which also was used 
against veterans of the First World War, 
an expert witness gives devastating testi- 
mony. Edward E. Conroy, head of the 
New York office of the Federal Bureay 
of Investigation, in a talk to the Advertis- 
ing Men's Post of the American Legion, 
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said that the postwar criminal will be a 
product of juvenile delinquency and not of 
military training. 

Dabblers in criminology start with the 
thesis that 10,000,000 men have been trained 
to kill and that some of them will keep 
right on after demobilization. Some crim- 
inals of the postwar age will be veterans of 
this war, but these will be criminals in 
spite of their military training rather than 
because of it. 

Mr. Conroy said just what the average 
person knows in his heart: that, with some 
scattered exceptions, when the fighting 
men come home they wil) be peaceful, law- 
abiding, decent citizens. 

Those still In the service and those who 
are currently receiving discharges may 
well ask, even if not quite seriously, pro- 
tection from their friends, or at least from 
those who worry so publicly about them. 
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A Fight on Fascists at Home 
In Novel of Veteran's Return 
(Viking Presse, 


“Coming Home,” by Lester Cohen. 
New York.) 


The problem of the World War II vet 
eran has already entranced sociologists, 
psychiatrists, political scientists and aspir- 
ing politicians, to the extent of a score of 
books and hundreds of articles. Now, with 
fhe dribble of discharged men becoming a 
flood with the end of the European war, 
novelists are being similarly inspired. 

“Coming Home” is one result, It’s the 
story of a decorated Marine veteran who 
returns from Guadalcanal! to find he is re- 
sponsible for an illegitimate child; thas its 
mother hag been the victim of a vicious 
assault by a ward-heeler; that his home 
town has the messiest set of municipal and 
international politics seen in a long time, 
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Joe wanted to marry Stella Witowski im- 
mediately, but decided first to pay off the 
politician, and this decision carries him into 
the sordid inner workings of Pittsburgh, 
heart of the war effort. The story's widen 
ing circles include lawyers, politiciang and 
a pathetic police captain; cracked steel 
plate, neighborhood polities, a set of mur- 
derg and a Carnegie-admiring industrialist, 
Eugene Osmond, who looks upon Pittsburgh 
and much of the world as a toy-building set 
with which he can be all-powerful. 

As the rottenness of Pittsburgh opens toe 
him, Joe thinkg that “all over the world, 
in Italy, in Germany, in the islands of 
Japan, Fascism was going down, and our 
guys were putting it down. What was 
sacred about Fascism in Pittsburgh?” 

There are some excellent sCenes, par- 
ticularly when the tycoonish Osmond learns 
that faulty communications wire from his 
own plant caused the death of his son on 
Guadaleanal. There are some less satis- 
factory scenes, and the book's conclusion 
flops after a splendid development. 

“Coming Home” may not be the best 
novel that will be written about the re 
turning veteran, but it’s a good start.

More of Horatio Hornblower 


Good historical romance is a scarce com 
modity nowadays, but C. 8. Forester can 
be depended upon to fill a pressing want 
of many readers, He has done so with 
three earlier books about Horatio Horn- 
blower, indomitable British seadog, and 
now, in “Commodore Hornblower” (Little, 
Brown), he continueg the yarn by present- 
ing his hero in his highest post ef responsi- 
bility to date, as commander of a squadron 
in the Baltic operating against the forces 
of Napoleon and his allies. 

Needless to say, the gallant Hornblower 
fulfills his missions, despite heavy odds 
against him, Yet he ig no stereotyped 
hero, but a real human being, with fears 
and qualms and self-reproaches like the 
unheroic majority. 

The book takes the fascinated reader 
back to an earlier war epoch, with no ra- 
dio, armor plate, aerial reconnaissance or 
radar to aid a roving task force. Yet in 
terms of human qualities and political im- 
plications, 1812 was much like 1945. The 
book is an adventure yarn of the highest 
type, told by a master story-teller.

Sharing Our Food Supply With Europe 


OV. THOMAS E. DEWEY, in 
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peace on this troubled planet. 
The peace can neither be built 

nor kept while great nations of 

people are “grievously undernour- 


ished,” Dewey said, thereby em- 
phasizing ag@win the threat that 
lies in hunger, and the chaois that 
grows out of economic breakdown. 


The Governor of New York was 
not talking solely of the immedi- 
ate future and the problems that 
loom all too large on the present 
horizon. He went on to say that 
while we often tend to be smug 
about our high living standard, 
ft is time to quit patting our- 
selves on the back and look at 
the realities. 


Dewey’s Hard Facts. 


One-third of all the young men 
called up for the draft in this 
country were undernourished. In 
one state where people ate fairly 
well, Dewey pointed out, only 
three men out of 10 were reject- 
ed for physica] deficiencies. But 
by contrast, in another state 
where the standard of nourish- 
ment is low, seven out of every 
10 men were turned down for 
physical defects. Those facts call 
for some hard thinking; a nation 
either goes down or it goes up, 
and our people are the greatest 
resource we have. 

Of course, for the coming 12 
months the most acute problem 
is to divide up the food we have 
in such a way that there will be 
enough left over to help Europe. 
That was one of the points Gov. 
Dewey made. 


Need No. 1 Food Man. 


Progress toward that goal 
seems to be painfully slow. The 
Army is stepping out of the pic- 
ture. Help provided in “the wake 
of battle” has been stretched a 
long way, it is felt in the War 
Department, and now someone 
else must take on the responsibil- 
ity. Incidentally, the facts and 
figures, if they are ever made 
known, are likely to prove that 
the Army has done a far more 
important job in civilian supply 
than anyone has imagined. 

The question now is who is to 
step in to fight for adequate sup- 
plies for Europe. France and sev- 
eral other countries have mis- 
sions here seeking aid either 
through lend-lease or by direct 
purchase. But they lack the 
know-how and the authority to 
move into the complicated Wash- 
ington food picture. 


Someone is needed who can 


a speech at Cornell University the 


other day, had some vigorous things to say about the world’s 
food supply and how directly related it is to the hope for lasting 


fight it through; someone en- 
dowed with sufficient authority 
by the President. Perhaps this 
comes down to saying that we 
need one single food administrator 
with over-all powers. It is not too 
late for the right man, backed 
up with unquestioned authority, 
to step in and straighten eut some 
of the tangles. We have wasted 
far too much time already. (This 
article was written before the 
President’s appointment of Clinton 
Anderson to the type of post here 
suggested.—Editor’s note.) 

He would have to begin by fight- 
ing the shipping battle. The task 
of re-deploying American forces 
in Europe to the Pacific is so vast 
that all available shipping space 
will be absorbed unless someone 
stands by, with a big enough club, 
to make sure that some tonnage 
is reserved for the essential needs 
of rehabilitation in Europe. 

The food boss would have to 
fight for scarce commodities such 
as fats and oils, which are so bad- 
ly needed in strich n Europe. He 
would have to stand up against 
claimants here at home. In some 
respects, his task would be largely 
one of organization. There is, for 
example, a plentiful wheat supply 
in North America. 


Buck-Passing Prevails. 


Judge Samuel Rosenman, in his 
report on European needs,, rec- 
ommended that the task of allo- 
cating supplies be carried out by 
a committee made up of represen- 
tatives of State and Treasury de- 
partments and the Foreign Eco- 
nomic Administration. But experi- 
ence in the past has shown that 
such committees are likely to turn 
into buck-passing affairs, with no 
one really responsible for doing 
the job. 

That is the situation today. Her- 
bert Lehmann of UNRRA says 
that the responsibility rests on 
Leo Crowley of FEA, and Crowley 
looks over his shoulder at War 
Food Administrator Marvin Jones. 
They have all failed to live up to 
the imperative demands of the 
food crisis. 

A few rays of hope somewhat 
lighten the unrelieved gloom of re- 
cent months, Because Holland 
fell without fighting, it will be 
possible to save thousands who 
would otherwise have died. A 
thorough job of organization was 
done in preparation for liberating 
the. starving Dutch. Somewhat 
the same thing is true of Nor- 
way, where quick action will save 
borderline cases. But the big job 
still remains to be done.

Hitler managed a more complete 
merging of Germany and Austria 
than was possible’ elsewhere. 
There was a powerful Austrian 
Nazi movement with its strong- 
hold in the Western territories 
adjoining Germany. With Salz- 
burg and its surroundings includ- 
ed in the last Nazi stand in this 
area, one cannot be two hours in 
Salzburg without realizing that 
the job of sorting out the Reich 
Germans from. the Austrians 
would be prodigious. Vienna is 
the most anti-Russian and pro- 
Nazi part of Austria that is in 
the Allies’ hands. 


Nazi Spell Lingers On. 


Cut off from both the Reich and 
Vienna, the countryside has no- 
where to go. Austria under two 
separate occupations will inevi- 
tably tend toward even greater di- 
vision. 

Salzburg and the surrounding 
countryside are swarming with 
Reich Germans camouflaged un- 
der the common German lan- 
guage. Furthermore, the old Nazi 
movement displays itself as open- 
ly as in pre-Anschluss days, when, 
as an illegal party, the Nazi uni- 
form was leather shorts and white 
golf stockings, and these tell a 
tale. 

The stockings are still flaunted 
in the streets by some Germans 
trekking toward the Reich push- 
ing their belongings in baby car- 
riages, pulling them in carts, or 
piling them occasionally in horse- 
drawn wagons. They are in ci- 
vilian clothes, the men _ often 
stripped to the waist, but scru- 
tiny of household goods reveals 
many SS boots or brown shirts 
amongst the bedding and linen. 

In villages where Germans from 
bombed areas fave pushed in- 
digenoug inhabitants from their 
homes or crowded them into back 


rooms, it is difficult to get a 
political word from the local peo- 
ple. They still are under the spell 
and domination of the Germans, 
many of the latter being young 
men of the SS type who seem 
neither to fear nor respect the 
Americans. 


In Salzburg’s streets there are 
few Austrian national flags and 
no signs of, jubilation in the lib- 
eration from the German yoke. 
Since we don’t recognize the na- 
tional Government in Vienna un- 
der the Russians, it is impossible | 
to rally them to anything of their 
own. Therefore, the Austrian lib- 
eration takes the form of mili- 
tary occupation not differing from 
that of the neighboring German 
territory. This is certain to bind 
Austrians to Germans rather than 
separate them.

OF NAZI SUBMARINE 


Ens. Bruce Smithee Was Co- 
Pilot on Plane That Sighted 
Craft off Gibraltar. 


Ens. Bruce Smithee of Alton, 
was the co-pilot of a Navy patrol 
plane which accepted the surren- 
der of the German submarine 
U-541, off Gibraltar May 11, the 
Navy disclosed yesterday. 

Flying the black surrender flag, 
the submarine was sighted on the 
surface as it was proceeding to a 
rendezvous point in accordance 
with surrender instructions, an As- 
sociated Press dispatch related. 
The patrol plane circled above the 
submarine for two hours while 
directing surface vessel to put an 
armed guard aboard the enemy 
craft.

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“hower, you are conscious of his 
confidence. The big head and the 
large, strong features indicate a 
man of equilibrium. He does not 
expect an attack from anyone 
who enters his office, but, if the 
visitor did begin one, Eisenhower 
would change in a second to coun- 
terattack. I would entrust my 
children to him but I would not 
like to have him as my enemy. 

After having heard so much in 
the United States and then in 
London about treating the “poor, 
misled German people” with gen- 
erosity and pity, I was delighted 
to find the general in favor of 
being drastic and strong with 
them. He spoke of seeing the vic- 
tims of a German prison camp 
and described, in the exact terms 
of a soldier, how and where 
corpses were laid. I wished the 
appeasers in America could hear 
his metallic voice and see his rare 
but impressive gestures when he 
spoke of the Germans. 

When he asked me why 80 many 
Germans were ready to make 
friends with the armies occupying 
their country, I gave him my ex- 
planation. He was silent a mo- 
ment, and then he said, “And yet, 
I don’t understand it! If a con- 
queror should invade my country, 
I would turn completely from him 
and would hate to fraternize. 
What a lack of pride!” 


Discusses Nazi Generals. 


In detail, he gave his opinion 
of certain German generals and 
called Von Rundstedt the best of 
them. When I asked why the 
Prussian generals had failed to 
live up to their former fame as 
military strategists, he said, ““Prob- 
ably because they were not free to 
act. Everywhere there was a Nazi 
general to disturb their plans.” 
In this way he confirmed the be- 
lief that ijt was the Nazis them- 
selves who had lost the war. 


When the sun tired him, he rose 
and pulled the curtain across the 
window. Another man in his po- 
sition. might have rung for some- 
one to do this, but he seems to do 
all simple things for himself. If 
he does not remember a name, he 
shouts through the open door to 
his secretary: “Who was the au- 
thor of that book?” When I asked 
a question concerning my mission, 
he himself phoned a certain de- 


partment to get the 2 information | 
I wanted. 


In response to another question, 
he walked to the wall to show me 
on a map the situation about 
which I had asked. When the 
Supreme Commander showed me, 
a civilian foreigner, the details on 
his map, I had the feeling that a 
great composer had gone to the 
piano to explain to a dilettante 
why he used a certain chord, 


‘Iron-Beater.’ 

The German word “Eisenhower” 
means “iron-beater.” He affirmed 
that he is of German extraction 
but that, for more than a century, 
his family were Swiss. 

“In Sicily,” he said, “some offi- 
cer discovered an old sword on 
which my name was engraved. 
That seems to. prove that my 
ancestors made arms. They gave 
me the sword which an ancient 
Eisenhower had hammered.” 

I told him that he was the first 
man to show the world that the 
Americans, always taken for tech- 
nicians, sportsmen and scientists, 
are strategists, too, for no one in 
Europe knows much about the 
military details of the Civil and 
other American wars. In his an- 
swer, he told an amusing story of 
a certain young foreign officer 
who came to teach him what to 
do. The bright and gay tone in

His simplicity is disarming, On 
his completely plain desk I saw 
one poetic symbol—a very small 
frame containing a yellowed four- 
leaf clover.

Bedell Smith Different. 


The relation between a com- 
mander and his chief of staff gen- 
erally is like that between a great 
tenor and the producer who must 
present the singer’s art to the 
best advantage. You will usually 
find quite different characteris- 
tics in the two men. 

This is true of Eisenhower and 
his chief of staff, Lt. Gen. Bedell 
Smith. The two men are com- 
pletely different. 

Gen. Smith, about a foot short- 
er than Gen. Eisenhower, has the 
head of a thinker who possesses 


a great deal of energy y and of a 
man of action who is more 
thoughtful than is usual. Al- 
though only five years younger 
than Eisenhower, he appears much 
younger—in fact, has the features 
of a very earnest boy. 

He is the first American I have 
met in a long time who, during a 
whole evening never laughed. I 
could not invent a better con- 
trast to the bright nature of 
Eisenhower, Smith would make 
an excellent chess player. Like 
Eisenhower, he has complete sim- 
plicity, but he is not as easy to 
understand. 

A very learned man, he knows 
all about military history and 
talked to me in detail about a 
German victory in 1914. To un- 
derstand that battle, he wrote, as 
a young officer, to one of the 
German generals after the war. 
Apparently he studied the first 
World War to learn for the sec- 
ond, but he also knows all the de- 
tails of the Civil War and. ex- 
plained to me that in the war 
there began a complete new strat- 
egy. 

I asked him if his generation 
was still learning, as formerly, 
from the classic German strategy 
of Gen. Clausewitz. He said, 
“Only the _ principles. All the 
technicalities have been outdated.” 


‘The Nazis’ Mistakes. 

When I asked him about the 
German mistakes in this war, 
Gen. Smith made the following 
observations: 
| “First, it is the Germans’ idea 
\of their superiority which makes 
them always underestimate ‘their 
enemy, Later they suddenly lose 
their confidence, as did Luden- 
ldorff who, not only in 1918 but 
also, at a crucial time in 1914, 
wanted to withdraw. 

“Secondly, they often overesti- 
mate their supplies. When Von 
Rundstedt made his counterattack 
last December, he did not have 
enough supplies and reserves to 
go through to Antwerp, which evi- 
dently was his objective. By the 
third day, we had already cap-

When 
the Germans were expelled, these 
melisse were left high and dry.

DATE FOR STRIKE 
AT OKINAWA

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major ~ operation in the Pacific. 
Military advances now have nar- 
rowed the enemy's holdings so 
that distance is not the factor 
in. forecasting it once was. New 
equipment and additional person- 
nel are rapidly stepping up the 
method of getting data. 
“Weather Centrals’ Set Up. 


Not until the Marianas were 
secured was the Army able to 
establish a “weather central’—a 
co-ordinating weather organiza- 
tion—west of Hawaii. Soon there 
may be another one in Nansei 
Shoto, the large group of islands 
which includes Okinawa. 

The Army and Navy operate 
separate weather services, since 
their needs are different, but they 
co-operate closely when a typhoon 
is at large. Some officials would 
like to see a single meteorological 
service in the war area. 

Weather data is received at the 
Army and Navy “centrals” from 
shore establishments wherever 
American or Allied forces are lo- 
cated, from every vessel and air- 
craft that flies, and from daily 
“weather strikes’—flown by long 
range aircraft. 

The “weather strike” is of great 
importance in long range bomb- 
ing. It began as an emergency 
measure, using regular bombers 
with some weather equipment, It 
is being modernized with the ac- 
quisition of fully equipped flying 
weather stations manned by quali- 
fied meterologists.

forces with respect to normal 
weather movement. 


Location has been a great fac- 
tor in favor of the Japanese. The 
normal movement of the weather 
is from Siberia, acress Japanese- 
occupied territory and Japan itself 
into the Pacific. The Japs have 
thus been able to forecast with 
comparative ease the weather in 
areas from which the Americans 
approach. Recent advances have 
sharply reduced the enemy’s ad- 
vantage in that respect. 


One location factor has been 
in our favor—typhoons usually 
originate in areas where American 
weather experts can watch them 
form and predict their movement. 
If it were otherwise, the Pacific 
war would be full of blind risks. 

In Europe the enemy got its 
weather after it had passed over 
the Allies. The Nazis sought to 
overcome that handicap by estab- 
lishing secret weather bases in 
Iceland and Greenland. 

The lesser distances in the Euro- 
pean theater, with favorable loca- 
tion, made weather forecasting a 
much easier task. The greater the 
distance at which operations are 
carried on, the closer must be the 
predictions. 


Weather in Europe. 


While Europe has greater ex- 
tremes in temperatures, it has 
nothing to equal the danger of the 
typhoon in the opinion of experts. 
Humidity is much higher in the 
Pacific, and this is particularly 
mportant to aviation. 

However, surface winds tend to 
follow patterns closely, and it has 
been possible to use single land- 
ing strips, instead of several run- 
ning in different directions. 

Temperatures have been in a 
narrow range, but are beginning 
to vary more sharply as opera- 
tions approach the heart of Japan. 
Wind variations will increase, 
also. 

Weather over the target always 
is a prime consideration in air 
offensives. It gets unusual atten- 
tion in attacks on Japan, where 
cloudiness is likely to be found 
over much of the Eastern plains 
section in the summer. In the 


winter, the Eastern area, which 
includes high priority industrial 
targets, is relatively clear. 

Cloud and wind conditions help 
select targets, determine bomb 
loads and type of attacks—fire or 
explosive—and often decide 
whether a mission can be flown.

Fishermen Paid 


In License Fees Last Year 


$9,857,299 


WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP).—Anglers out for a little recreation 
(and a mess of fish can come in mighty handy during this food 
shortage) chipped in $9,857,299 last year for the privilege. 


This was disclosed by Interior 
Secretary Ickes today in his fish 
and wildlife service report for the 
fiscal year which ended June 30, 
1944, 

The figure is the revenue col- 
lected by the 48 states and Alaska 
from the sale of 7,846,169 fishing 
licenses. 

This compares with the preced- 
ing year when 8,028,674 licenses 
were sold for $10,024,329. The 
drop apparently was due to tighter 
gasoline rationing—and that many 
potential license buyers are in the 
armed forces.

Recognition of 
Commissioner 


NEW YORK, May 24 (AP). — 
The question of minor league rec- 
ognition of Commissioner A. B. 
(Happy) Chandler was due to 
come up today as the six repre- 
sentatives of the National Asso- 
ciation continued work on a new 
major-minor agreement, 

Although the lower classifica- 
tion circuits were bound under 
the existing pact to accept the 
new commissioner until Jan, 12, 
1946, there were indications the 
minors, resentful of a “snub” by 
the majors, might kick up a fuss. 

Territorial protection and the 
increased draft price were dis- 
cussed in yesterday's opening ses- 
sion .s the committee studied sug- 
gestions received from member 
clubs since the Chicago sessions 
in February. 

The minors will ask that an 
“invaded” league decide for itself 
if it wants to yield territory to 
the majors and that each club in 
the circuit share in the cash pay- 
ment received. There was no in- 
dication any big league club con- 
templated moving but the little 
fellows were getting prepared 
“just in case.” 

Boost in the draft price would 
double the figure and call for pay- 
ment of $15,000 for a player se- 
lected from Class Double A with 
proportionate increases down the 
line, 

Whatever the minor committee 
decides, the new pact is subject 
to appréval both by the majors 
and by the member clubs of the 
National Association at their an- 
nual meeting in December.

Cardinals fans, guessing today as to the amount of cash Sam 
Breadon received along with Charles (Red) Barrett in the deal that 
sent Morton Cooper to the Boston Braves, were inclined to believe

ITH. al] the hisses, hoots and 
W ives directed at cod fish 

cakes, they still can be su- 
perlative food when they are given 
the care due them. Of course, 
the quality of the fish varies. 
There ig nothing better than the 
oldtime dry salt codfish, It is 
more trouble than the _ frozen, 
which does not require any soak- 
ing. Whatever variety is used, I 
think that hot mashed potatoes 
are a must. It is a good plan to 
lay the codfish on top of the po- 
tatoes when they are put to cook. 
As the potatoes are mashed and 
beaten, the codfish should be in 
the kettle with them so that the 
fibers of codfish are mixed 
through the potato in all direc- 
tions. As the potatoes are spooned 
into form for frying, the codfish 
can be seen emerging from the 
“ball” in a fringe like fashion. Per- 
sonally, I think it is a mistake to 
mold codfish mixture into smooth 
balls. It takes away from their 
fragile, delicate appearance. No 
food does more gorgeous brown- 
ing in deep fat, and when they 
are served with a good parsley 
sauce your artistic as well as your 
gastronomic self is sure to be sat- 
isfied. 


Codfish Balls. 


One-half pound frozen or dried 
salt codfish; four medium boiling 
potatoes; three tablespoons milk; 
one tablespoon butter; two eggs, 
well beaten; salt and pepper to 
taste; deep fat for frying. 

Cut codfish into several pieces 
and place in saucepan over peeled 
and quartered potatoes. (If dried 
cod is used it must be soaked first 
in cold water for three or four 
hours, changing the water every 
hour.) Barely cover with boiling 
water, bring to a boil, reduce heat 
and simmer until potatoes are ten- 
der, about 20 minutes. Mash po- 
tatoes and codfish together, add 
milk and butter and whip until 
smooth and fluffy. Add the eggs 
and beat well. Season to taste 
with salt and pepper. If desired, 
one-fourth teaspoon of fennel or 
other herb seasoning may be 
added. With a fork form mixture 
into rough irregular balls, letting 
the wisps of codfish fringe out 
from the “ball.” Fry until golden 
brown in deep fat heated to 375 
degrees, Drain on absorbent pa- 
per and serve hot with parsley 
Sauce made by adding one-third 
cup finely cut parsley to one and 
one-half cups seasoned medium 
white sauce. Serves four.

MANILA, May 24 (AP).—Mili- 
tary bases will be granted the 
United States with “full support 
of the Filipino people” when the 
Philippines become independent 
some time before July 4, 1946, 
President Sergio Osmena said to- 
day.
